I daresay that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are gained 
by employers in failing to com- 
ply with the Wage and Hour 
Law. You will find #1 a great many 
instances industries permitting 
their employees to leave earlier in 
order to go to the doctor to be 
treated for an industrial injury, yet 
do not pay them for the time spent 
at the doctor’s, as in most instances 
they make the employees check out 
their time cards at the time they 
leave the plant. This can be best 
illustrated by an actual case. 

Employees in a certain plant 
commenced Work at 8 in the morn- 
ing and Worked until 12. Then 
again commenced work at 1 and 
stopped at 5. At 2:30 in the after- 
noon an employee was sent to the 
doctor because of an injury. He was 
made to check out as of 2:30. The 
employee remained at the doctor's 
for @pwards of two and a half 
hours. His wages were $2.20 an 
hour. The company deprived this 
man of $5:50 which he would have 
earned during the two and a half 
hours if ‘he iad completed his day’s 
work. He Was entitled to this for 
the tine spent with the doctor.

Richmond, Va, (LPA).—Charging 
violation of the Taft-Hartley law 
and. the United States and state 
constitutions, AFL Street, Electric 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
ployees began court action here 
Dec. 11 to halt seizure and at- 
tempted operation by Virginia of a 
Washington, and suburban 
towns. 

It was tne second such seizure 
within six weeks, the other end- 
ing after a week—with very few 
buses operated—when union mem- 
bers won substantial pay increases 
and other benefits. 

After more than a month’s nego- 
tiations with the Washington, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland Transit Co. by 
the union’s Division 1079, the com- 
pany offered the 240 employees 3 
cents an hour now and 5 cents 
more after a year, 

The union rejected this, 205 to 3, 
five days before the contract ex- 
pired Nov. 22 and Governor John 8S. 
Battle immediately announced he 
would order seizure in event of a 
strike under the state’s public 
utility anti-strike act, which the 
union is challenging. It had pre- | 
pared to test validity of_the law 
during the previous walkout. 
The union, in a statement to 
public for which it paid advertis 
rates, offered to continue auaretias 
of the buses while the issue went 
to arbitration, as provided in the 
contract, and it was not until Dec. 
10 that the workers walked out. 
The company had refused to arbi- 
trate, claiming it had been ‘“‘harsh- 
ly dealt with” in two previous pro- 
ceedings. A nine-month strike fol- 
lowed the company’s refusal to ac-

Screen Actors. Strike 
Filmed Television Ads 


Hollyweod (LPA).—The AFL 
Screen Actors Guild has set the 
first strike in its 19-year history— 
against the practice of using filmed 
television commercial plugs over 
and over again without compensa- 
tion for the actors or announcers. 

The guild notified its 8500 mem- 
“No filmed version com- 
mercials may be made by a pro- 
fessional actor anywhere~ in the 
United States on or after Monday, 
Dec. 1, 1952, until further notice...” 
Supporting the guild are the Amer- 
ican Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists (who make “live” TV 
commercials), Actors Equity, Chor- 


jus Equity, American Guild of Var- 


iety Artists and the Screen Extras 
Guild; all in the Associated Actors 
and Artists of America, the parent 
AFL body. 

‘Sponsors were warned that any 
attempt to make filmed TV com- 
mercials with non-union actors 
would “immediately place such 
producers, advertising agencies, 
their clients and their products on 
the unfair list of the American 
Federation of Labor.” 

Filmed commercials will not 
necessarily disappear from TV be-~ 
cause of the strike, however, be- 
cause of the practice of reusing 
them, against which the strike was 
called.

HOW TO “GET BY” 
ON $2000 A YEAR 


The tragedy behind the statistics 
of American family incomes has be- 
come part of the record of a 
Congressional committee. 


One-fourth of all the families’in 
the nation exist on $2000 a year or 
less. How they “get by” is de- 
scribed in a document “Making 
Both Ends Meet on Less Than 
$2000 A Year,’’ compiled from 100 
actual studies of families. The re- 
port, prepared by the National So- 
cial Welfare Assembly at the re- 
quest of Senator John Sparkman 
(D-LA) was presented to the Joint 
Congressional Committee on the 
President’s Economic Report. 


The studies were made in the 


spring and summer of 1950 and | 


the social workers say there is 
some chance that a few. of the 
families have bettered themselves 
since national armament started. 
It points out that many families 
remembered “the good old days” of 
World War II as their only days 
of relative comfort. 

“However,” the report continued, 
“anyone faced with filling a:market 
basket in the last part of 1950 or 
the. winter of 1951 realizes how 
gains in wages many well have 
been matched or outstripped by 
rising prices.” 

The documen. points out that 
skyrocketing food pricés may be 
hard on moderately well-off fami- 
lies but for the real low-income 
group they are tragic. “In 1948 
food expenditures took 74 per cent 
of the urban family’s income when 
that was lIess than $1000,” the 
study said, “45 per cent when the

Have Social Security 


Geneva.—A tenth of the world’s 
population now has some kind of 
social security protection, accord- 


ing to the Year Book of Labor Sta- | 
tisties, 1951-52, published by the In- | 


ternational Labor Organization. 

Both the cost of living and world 
employment rose during the past 
two years, according to the report. 
Living costs, however, have begun 
to level off, and in some cases, to 
decline. 

Between June 1950 and June 
1952 living cost increases ranged 
from 5 per cért in Lisbon to more 
than 70 per cént in Buénos Aires.

inia Teamsters Legislative Council | 
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Negroes Don't Hurt 
Property Values, 
Research Proves 


San, Francisco (LPA).—The cry 
of rea] estate men, bankers, race 
haters and others that property 
values “deteriorate” when Negroes 
move into “white” areas has been 
shown up as just another un- 
founded superstition. 

Noting that facts had never been 
offered in support of the assertion, 
the Bureau of Business and Eco- 
nomic Research of the University 
of California, Berkeley, conducted 
a two-year study of residential 
areas and found no basis for the 
belief in racial effects on property 
values. 

The study was made by Luigi M. 
Laurent, a research analyst, with 
the aid of the bureau’s Real Estate 
Research Program. It -compared 
nine “test” areas with eight “con- 
trol” areas from 1949 to 1951. The 

“control” areas had no non-white 
influx while the “test” areas did. 

Said the final report: .“The test 
areas did not display the price be- 
havior which popular theory would 
predict. Instead, transactions took 
place at prices closely correspond- 
ing to those in comparable all- 
white areas.” 

At the same time, the research- 
ers queried real estate men and 
heads of banks, building and loan 
associations, insurance companies 
and other institutions making loans 
on real estate. 

Of 45 real estate men_ inter- 
viewed, all but five believed that 
the introduction of non-whites in 
white areas would depress property 
values. Most estimated the depre- 
ciation at 10 to 20 per cent. Of 15 
heads of lending concerns, 13 held 
the same superstition, up to 20 per 
cent. One, however, did admit that, 
although his group frequently dis- 
cussed “racial infiltration,” no fac- 
tual evidence had ever been gath- 
ered to port the belief that such 
in-migration was financially harm- 
ful to anyone. 


FIC Confirms Order 
Against Lazy Bones 
Shoes’ False Claims 


St. Louis (LPA).—The Juvenile 
Shoe Corp. has been ordered by 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
stop advertising that “Lazy Bones” 
shoes will make children’s feet 
healthy or keep them so. 

The FTC issued its order Nov. 
25, confirming the initial findings 
of a hearing examiner Sept, 30. The 
firm is prohibited also from repre- 
senting that the shoes “massage, 
stimulate or exercise the muscles 
or arches of the feet.”
